office said today. No payments can 
be made, however, unless ond until 
a claim is filed, 

Mr. Barnott gave the following ex- 
ample, using fictitious names: 

Helen Green ^yas widowed at;^ the 
age of 26. She was. sure any social 
security pasrments she might) get 
would not be enough to support tho 
two children and herself, -so she got 
a Job immediately with her former 
employer. She did not even inquire 
about social security payments, be- 
cause she knew she could not get a 
widow's benefit while working on a 
Job that came under social security. 
She learned later, however, that the 
two children could get payments 
even though she was working— and 
they are now getting , about $40 a 
month on their father's social secuF' 
ityaccounty. Unforiunately, the fami- 
ly lost 3 months' .payments— moro 
than $100 — because Mrs. Green de> 
layed some 6. months in filing 1 
claim for the children. Benefits can 
be paid retroactively for only 3 
months before the date a claim Is 
fUed. ' 

To make sure of getting all the 
social security benefits that may be 
payable Mr. Barnett, urged that 
some member of the family get in 
touch with -his office at the Postof- 
fice Bldg., Waukegan, 111., whenever 
a worker dies after having had em- 
ployment that is covered by the so- 
cial security.

4. VIn a study of Texas school- 
children, about 20 percent of those 
exarnined were anemic enough to 
need' medical treatment because of 
iron deficiency. . 

5. "A dietary survey of more than 
1,100 Maryland schoolchildren re- 
vealed that only 8 percent had i . 
adequate diet."

Children Can Get Social 
Security Payments Even 
Though Mother May Not 



Children of workers who have 
died, after working on Jobs that 
come under social security long 
enough to be "insured," ihay get 
monthly payments even .though their 
mothers may not get such payments, * 
Bernard Barnelt, manager of the 
Waukegan, III., social security field 
office said today. No payments can 
be made, however, unless and until 
a claim is filed. 

Mr. Barnett gave the following ex- 
ample, using fictitious names; 

Helen Green was widowed at, the 
age of 26. She was. sure any social 
security payments she might i get 
would not be enough to support the 
two children and herself, so she got 
a job immediately with her former 
employer. She did not even inquire 
about social security payments, be- 
cause she knew she could not get a 
widow's benefit while working on a 
job that came under social security. 
She learned later, however, that the 
two children could get payment* 
even though she was working — and 
they are now getting . about $40 a 
month on their father's social secur* 
ityaccounty. 'Unfortunately, the faml* 
ly lost 3 months' .payments — more 
than $100— because Mrs. Green de> 
layed some 6 months in filing • 
claim for the. children. Benefits can 
be paid retroactively i<yr only 3 
months before the date a claim i» 
filed. • 

To make sure of getting all the 
social security l>enefits that may be 
payable Mr. Barnett, urged that 
some member of the family get In 
touch with his office at the Postof* 
fice Bidg., Waukegan, 111., whenever 
a worker dies after having had em- 
ployment that is covered by the so* 
cial security. His office is glad to 
find out whether the deceased work- 
er was insured under social security 
and,^if so, to help the family file />. 
claim for benefits. This help is free 
of charge. The office is open Monday 
through Friday from- 9:00 a^ m. .to 
5:00 p. m. . '

which can to accept his invitation. 
His name is John Bush, 72, who 
lives IVt miles northwest of Mllford, 
where a herd of 27 deer mingles 
with his Angus cattle. Bush, who 
edmires deer, estimates thiat It costs 
less than 10 cents an acre each sea* 
son to feed a deer. He claims that 
the animal is not as destructive to 
crops as a pheasant but Is an asset 
to a farmer since it helps clear 
buck brush. 

Deer are widespread In every 
Iowa county and frequently farmers 
request Iowa state conservation of* 
ficials to reduce herds In their com- 
munities. 

Insist Deer Are Pests 
Many farmers Insist that deer eat 
more than their share of corn and 
soybeans ani oftentimes break 
fences. But Bush, who knew deer 
even in his native Scotland, staunch- 
ly defends them. 

"Deer do not take os much corn 
as pheasants," he explained. "And 
what they do eat, they do not shell 
off as wastcfully as pheasants. They 
don't bother the corn v/hen they can 
get grass. They don't tramp it down 
or eat the young plants. 

"It's hard to say exactly how 
much corn the deer ./ill eat but! 
they don't do 10 cents worth olj 
damage to an acre of corn. Further- 1 
more, deer eat buck brush which; 
sheep and cattle won't touch." 

The Bush farm has a fine stand 
of oak timber which offers excellent 
shelter to the doer. i 

Trains His Dogs. 
When he first moved to his farm 
Bush saw two deer. He ignored Ihcm 
and gradually the deer became ac- 
customed to tile man who seemed 
. fio interested in the cattle nearby 
that he paid no attention to them., 
In the winter when the ground was 
frozen the deer accompanied the 
cattle to the barnyard for food. Ono 
day Bush's three well-troincfl Col- 
lies tried to drive the deer alonM 
with the rattle but were perplexed 
when the strangers adeplJy jumped 
over fences to keep out of range 
So Bush taught his dogs to ignore 
f'e deer. | 

It wasn't long before the pair of 
deer spread the good word among 
other deer and soon the deer popu- 
lation on the Bush farm zoomed 
up to 12. 

Disappoint Visitors. 
Sight-seeing visitors who come to 
the Bush farm to see the deer of-! 
tentimes are disappointed Unless 
the keen-smelling deer nre ap-j 
proached from downwind Ihey re-' 
treat deeper into the forest. Theyj 
can be viewed in the evening when 
they come in with the cattle tor 
food or at odd moments when they 
bound across a road.

Woman Recluse Dies in Home 

Jammed With Merchandise 

LYNBROOK, L. 1.— Elise Mestra 
Wolff, 43, one of two sistrrs weigh- 
ing more than 300 pounds, died of 
a heart attack in a five-room frame 
house which she shared with her 
sister, Edith Wolff, 51, since the 
death of her father nine years ago. 

The sisters lived quietly in the 
kitchen, the only room which was 
not crammed with litter Other 
rooms were jammed with merchan- 
dise, mostly unsalable, that they 
had moved from the dry goods store 
that their father had operated for 
many years. 

With no electricity, gas or water, 
each morning the elder sister would 
go to a garage next to their home 
and get a bucketful of water. They 
cooked by a kerosene range and all 
shopping was done by neighborhood 
youngsters. The sisters paid cash for 
everything and, according to police, 
had $12,000 in the bank. 

Cases, boxes and cartons were 
piled in every room and only a nar- 
row passage was left between tlie 
front door and the kitchen at the 
rear of the two-stor;' house. 

In recent years, the younger sis- 
ter never left the house while the 
elder emerged only to draw funds 
from the bank. While the sisters 
rarely discarded anything, police 
■aid an examination did not turn up 
any unusually voluable possessions. 

The surviving sister, who Is In 
Cood health, said she would continue 
to live In the house.
